Water Problem Could Find 
Cure In Proposed District 


Medina County citizens are faced with a prob­ 
lem — that of water. 
The Edwards Underground Water Conserva­ 
tion Committee of the South Texas Chamber of Com­ 
merce, which is headed by Paul W. John, New Braun­ 
fels, thinks it has a means to the end of the prob­ 
lem. 


Let s take a look at the proposed Edwards Un­ 
derground Water District. 


The district would embrace about 
an 
8,000 
square mile area in southwestern Texas. This area 
is traversed by the Balcones Fault Line, which can 
be generally described as the line of demarcation 
between the rolling coastal plains in the southern 
part of the proposed district and the hill country in 
the northern part of the proposed district. 


The STCC says the principal purpose of the Ed­ 
wards Underground Water District is to assist na­ 
ture to utilize more efficiently the runoff available 
for recharge but which, without such assistance, 
will flow down the various rivers that traverse the 
proposed district to areas beyond the confines of 
the district. 


It has been estimated that a one foot drop in 
water table within the reservoir represents a with­ 
drawal of 55,000 acre feet. 


The STCC says 
by 
augmenting recharge of 
water to the Edwards Underground Reservoir, the 
area will be in a position to invite more population 
and more industry. The area has about all the popu­ 
lation it can support at the present time. 


The fulfillment of the aims of the proposed 
Edwards Underground Water District is, as a co­ 
operative enterprise, mutually beneficial to all peo­ 
ple of the district. No city or town can prosper with­ 
out a prosperous trade area. No area can prosper 
and grow without a sufficient and adequate water 
supply. The South Texas Chamber says the water 
district will insure the continuation of an adequate 
water supply for the people of the district and per­ 
mit a reasonable growth of the area. 


Districts are authorized to incur all indebt­ 
edness necessary to achieve the purposes for 
which it was created. This may be achieved by 
issuing bonds as prescribed by law. The dis­ 
trict may levy and collect taxes of 
not more 
than 50 cents on the $100 assessed valuation 
on property in the district subject to taxation 
for state and county purposes. Certain exemp­ 
tions from taxes and bonded debt are provided 
for owners of grazing land. 


The law provides that no owners of lands may 
be deprived of his leasees and assigns of any such 
ownership or rights, subject however to rules and 
regulations which may be promulgated persuant to 
Section 3c of Article 7880, which states, 
Districts 
are authorized to develop comprehensive plans for 
the most efficient use of the underground water of 
the underground water reservoir or subdivision there­ 
of and for the control and prevention of waste of 
such underground water . . . ; to carry out research 
projects, develop information and determine limita­ 
tions, if any, which should be made on the with­ 
drawal of underground water from the underground 
reservoir or subdivision thereof; to collect and pre­ 
serve information regarding the use of such under­ 
ground water and the practicability of recharge of 
the underground water or subdivision thereof. . . 


It is specifically provided that nothing in 
Section 3c shall be construed to apply to wells 
drilled under permits granted by the State Rail­ 
road Commission; authorize or permit the re­ 
quiring of a permit for the drilling or produc­ 
ing of a well drilled, completed and equipped 
so that it will not produce in excess of 100,000 
gallons of underground water per day; and re­ 
strict the production of any well producing un­ 
derground water 
to 
an 
amount 
less than 
100,000 gallons per day. 
The district would be governed by five direc­ 
tors, elected by qualified resident property taxpay­ 
ing voters, selected according to a "precinct method". 
The -STCC says the water district is essential 
because it is the logical method of preserving the 
preset and future water supply.
